Assay.—On Wednesday, by invitation of the 
Assayer, we were present, in Camp Douglas, 
at an assay of seven pounds of rock from the 
Quandary ledge in Rash Valley. The gross 
yield of this amount of to¢k in silver, lead and 
antimony ‘combi was fifteen ounces, the 
ringing sound of which; when ‘brought into 
contact with other metal, sufficiently indicated 
that other tnetal than lead permeated the 
mass. In ating the silver from the gross 
amount, the total-was put into a cupel and ex- 
posed to a beat sufficient to volatilizeand throw 
off the antimony as vapor—to cause the ab- 
sorption by the cupel of se much of the lead 
as did not escape by the atmosphere, and thus 
leave the silver in the forin of a pellet at the 
bottom of the cupel. The weight of the silver 
obtained, was about equal to 37.1-2 cents 
standard siJver coin. 

There are at the assayer’s office large sacks 
of ore from the different ledges lately discov- 
ered in Rush Valley, awaiting their turn for 
the process of smelting. Among the leads, 


specimens from. which we saw, are the Poto-| 


mac, Lady Grant, Sedgwick, etc., and itisa 
palpable fact that all the rock discovered 
abounds in mineral which would, in other 
countries where facilities for transportation 
exist, make the discoverers wealthy. Here, 
owing to the difficulties of transportation. 
lead is utterly valueless, and iron and copper 
as yet hardly more than worth their room. 
Gold, silver, or both, are the order of the day, 
and the volunteers and citizens together seem 
determined to find them—a resnit which is 
fraught with important oe for this Terri- 


tory and its people.

John Wi Hutter, Charged 
forgeries upon the SubTreasury, the 
examination of which, is now progres- 
sing before Commissioner White, itr 
the city of New York, Mr. John J. 
Cisco has proved a swift withess. He 
swore positively that the signatures 
which Hunter declares are forgeries 
were genuine, and he could not, by the 
most skillful cross-questioning, be 
induced to abate a jot from this posi- 
tion. He never had been and never 
intended to be deceived upon the sub- 
ject of any handwriting with which he 
was familiar. If his personal and 
business friends thought he was an ia- 
nocent man that was their business, 
not his, If a man should come for- 
ward and swear that he perpetrated 
these forgeries, the’ complacent and 
experienced Cisco would not believe 
him. Why? Had he not made gp his 
mind that ved bie fami 
reputation, destro is family, an 
swindled the Government, for the-pal- 
try monetary consideration produced 
by these checks, and in doing so, had 
: ot acted quite indepen- 
dently of others? He could not af- 
ford to pity the delusion of those who 
that the were forg- 
ed. But after his long experience he 
was not going to doubt his own infal- 
libility. - Custom House officials 
who proved their faith in the integrity 
of the accused man by becoming his 
surities, when he was arrested, simply 
erred in ju t. He could not be 
guilty of such a grievous and unac- 
countable error, for he was—Cisco. 

The clear testimony of this gentle- 
man threatened to fix the crime and its 
penalty upon one whose antecedents 
were quite as respectable as his own ;
